Its 
numbers surpassed anything in the 
past, while the good feeling and en- 
thusiasm that prevailed have never 
been equalled, and the mutes have re- 
turned to their homes, carrying with 
them many pleasant recollections of 
the event. 

The meeting was opened with the 
president, Hiram P. Hunt, in the 
chair, and prayer by Prof. Jenkins, 
of Hartford. The following is a part 
of the president's address : 

" I.iulhx mid Gentlimrii .-— I am «liul to 
see so many mates present, not only from 
the different towns in this State. We meet 
here to exchange friendly and social greet-

privilege in m at t ing these together, and of 
attending Divine ser\ ice. 

To ninny of you it has been a sacritlee to 
leave your business to come hero, but alter 
von have returned home, you will think of 
the pleasant time spent here, and how quick- 
ly the time has passed, so that the sacritlee 
w ill not i.eem so large. 

The Mission should never be destrined.

There are some matters of important busi- 
ness, which 1 wish to bring before you for 
vour consideration.

1^'t the 
president appoint a committee of three poi- 
sons, who snail retire for consultation and 
nominate those whom they think I 
servo as President, Treasurer and Secretary. 
The names can be presented to I 
tion to l>e voted upon. This method is nsed 
in the National and New Kngland Com en 

,t,ms - _ 

Third, that the office of General Manager 
be abolished, as it causes much trouble 
among the State officers. It is usually ens 
ternary for an uneven number of persons to 
serve on a committee or official board. 

Fourth, I would suggest that the gentle- 
men pay titty rents, aud the ladies twenty 
five cents, when we meet at our annual 
meeting. This will help us pay the ex- 
penses of nn interpreter, aud what other ex- 
penses there may be. 

Last May, I received a letter from Rev. 
Samuel Howe, our State missionary, tender 
ing his resignation, lo take effect June 18th. 
It was accepted by the Hoard of Officers, and 
a letter to that end was sent him."

The location plans and specifica- 
tions for the new building for the In- 
stitution for the Blind have all been 
finally determined upon and adopted. 
As previously indicated in these 
columns, the location selected is that 
formerly occupied by the Collegiate 
Institute on Government Street, and 
for so many vcars the domicile of our 
distinguisheo fellow townsman, Dr. 
W. 11. N. Magruder. 

The funds available for this pur- 
pose are those donated many years 
ago, and held in trust by a board of 
trustees with Hon. II. V. Ogden, pre- 
sident, and Messrs. S. B» "Newman, 
R, B. BrOWB, James McConnell, R. 
II. Marr, R. M. Walmslcy, which 
amounts at the present time to $30,- 
000. Those immediately in charge of 
the details connected with the change 
about to be made, and erection and 
equipment of these quarters are 
Messrs. II. V. Ogden and S. K. New

The. plans selected were those pre- 
sented by Mr. W. R. Miller, one of 
the most expert and welPknown archi- 
tects and builders in this section of 
the State.

The basement will be utilized for 
dining ball, kitchen, laundry, si 
rooms, and WOOd and coal rooms. The 
first floor will include a parlor, music 
room and office and four large class 
rooms. The second floor will be di- 
vided into seven dormitories, matron's 
room, bath rooms and linen closets. 

The finish throughout this building 
will be in keeping with the general 
of the edifice, and the Wood- 
w ork will be hard oil-cherry finish.
